ture. Who can measure the evil 
results of an unfaithful servant 
Bleeping at his post or ignoring 

the signs of promise and the ap 
proach of evil ! And as on these 
ancient watch towers the anxious 

ones from within Inquired as to the 

prospects, so may the inquiries of 
the rank and tile of Pennsylvania 
Society for the Advancement of the 
Deaf he met with the ever hopeful 
response— "The mOPnIng cometh."

Hut for (ear some might conclude

A. D., I wish to say that the pur 
pose of this address is rather to 
remind the officers and members of 
a few things thai seem lo me to bo 
pertinent to the occasion. Not that 

the organisation is wrong in concep- 
tion or necessarily slothful in ap 
plying itself to the working out of 

its purpose. In thought (he cum 
sfilulioii of the society is beautiful 
Indeed, but that does not imply 
that the lime of its members should 

be spent in mutual felicitations over 
(he quality or quantity of this im- 
portant Instrument. The pages of 

its membership are adorned with 
the names of numerous lovely ladies 
and handsome men. Vet even that 
should not prove to be the siren 

that diverts the society from its 

purpose. The officers are honorable 
men "so are you all honorable men", 

yet not even so pleasing a tact 
should bo permited to beguile us. 

Instead, profiting by these most 
favorable condition, let us look 
beyond ourselves that we may see 

what lieth next to be done. 

Oar Subject then naturally sug- 
gests three fields of operation 
which may fairly claim consul.

I. The field of character building.

" Advancement" then is the watch- 
word of the society and all should 
feel impelled to move forward. 

How best may the individual and 

collective character of its member- 
ship be improved ? It seems to mo 
this is an important question that 
has not been sufficiently appreciat- 
ed by the society. How may Hie 

organisation become more a repre- 
sentative body? The answer to 

both these questions will be found 

in a more rigid adherence to the 

thought suggested by the third 
I'nld that of social activity. In 
promoting the social interests of the 

members there comes, naturally, a 
gratifying constructive Influence on 

»he character of the society. Has 
there been sufficient attention paid 
to the social side in the past V We 
think not. And here is the most 

inviting opportunity for the P. S. 
A. I)., an opportunity to build up 
the individual character of its 

members, and of course through 

these tin* character of the society 
itself. We must be aware that tho 
character of any individual or tho 
society makes for its success or 
failure. Those annual gatherings 

Of the P. S. A. D., while they have 
always boon distinguished by and 

valued for the social opportunities 
they present, nevertheless do not 

fill the requirements. The mem- 
bers should be given opportunity 

to cultivate this desirable trait 
much oftener than once a year. To 
that end there should be local or- 
ganizations, whose distinct purpose 
should bo the fostering of the social 

relations among its members. 

Several ohannels by which this 

purpose may be attained might lie 
mentioned, tint the chief one is that 

of having literary programs produc- 
ed. These programs would prove 

the key that would unlock the social 

sides of our natures and the certain 

lesult would be mental and social 

building up. Hut some will say 

" Have we not literary societies for 
the deaf inmost of OUr cities and 
arc not those doing the work you 

•ugsrest?" I answer "yes, in a 
way," but with this Important 
difference: The only animating 
thought that prevades its members 

is that of mind building and social 
life foi their own sake, without that 
valuable bond of union that would 
stimulate the local body, were it 

simply a member of a larger state 
body, each member working for the 

higher aim of promoting some 
worthy cause. This would bo phi 

lanthropy. 

The end ill view would quicken 
the energy of its members. Those 
local branches should of com so keep 

u| nstani Intercourse with the 

state society, and thus these annual 

gatherings would become noted for 

ler display of enthusiasm on 

all lines. Lot these local organisa- 
tions labor to have all the deaf of 
the community on the rolljof members 
and see to it that the social aspect 
of the regulai weekly or monthly 

meetings be such that those who 
otherwise would not be interested 
would feel actuated to become 

members. The advantage of 

pursuing this OOUrSe may readily bo 

understood, when it is recalled how 

naturally of a convivial disposition 
the deaf are. Thus with a local 
society that truly represents every 
Interest of every deaf person in the 

vicinity, the possibilities for the 
future can scarcely bo overrated. 
These annual gathering! would as- 
sume more representative propor- 
tions, anil every member would ho 

dominated by a deep purpose to aid 

in oarying forward important plans. 
When once 8 plan has boon taken 
up, let not pet projects or individual 
views stand in the way of its suo- 
llere we may all derive a 
lesson from the United States Con 
Btttutlon which was enacted only 
after many favorite plans, many 
pet notions, had been sacrificed on 
the altar for the common gOOd. bet 

us also remember the attitude 

maintained by the martyred Lincoln 
who was reaily and oven anxious 
either to abolish slavery or let it 
alone, if by so doing he should arri vo 

at. the supreme result of saving the 
Union. 

Ureal leaders Of any cause be- 
oome such because of their spirit ol 
magnanimity toward the opinions 

of others. 

Now a word aboul organization. 
Let not individuals imagine the 

momentous quest ions that concern 

the .leaf can be wrought out as 



readily or as completely single hand- 
ed as by organised effort. It is true 
that occasionally wo meet charac- 
ters with such strong personality, 
such superb will power, as to ridi- 
oule opposition. Still reflect on the 

greater possibilities that lie in store 

where sueh a leader is reenforoed by 

a largo company all laboring for the 

same end. This condition strength- 
ens his hands and a successful issue 
is rendered more certain. One of tho 

lamentable facts of the present day- 
is, that not sufficient attention is 
paid to the limess of men for the 

offices they hold in societies resem- 
bling the P. s. A. D. Too often tho 

honor is given solely on the seore 

of personal esteem or general re- 
gard. Now it, is to be regretted 
that such feelings should be permit- 
bed to supplant tho important ques- 
tion of fitness. It is not my purpoie 
to discount the quality of personal 
esteem, Far from if. If there be in 
the society any who have fitness for 
the office and in addition enjoy the 
esteem of the members, his services 
will be Invaluable. When the of 
Boers have been chosen, the body of 
a society too often throws aside all 
concern and depends on the officers 
(o work out results. How deplor- 
able this is! Dewey on the bridge 
of the Olyinpia in Manila Hay was 

the right man in the right place, 

but even our brave admiral would 
have boon powerless lo fight the 
Spanish Hoot had it not been for the 
men behind I In* gUUS, And what 
could the men behind thegUUB have 
done had it not boon for faithful 
stokers, who in the hold of the iron 
monster labored so heroically to 
supply the heal that was so neces- 
sary in carrying out Dewey's admi- 
rably arranged plans. So let the 
stokers of tho I*. S. A. D labor 
Unceasingly to supply the furnaces 
with fuel, and let the men who stand 

behind i he guns be ever on gnard 

and sure that the admiral is on the 
bridge where the field of action may 
ho seen and where the forces may bo 
BUbjeOttO his commands, bet each 
individual member be ready to use 
his one talent or live as the case may 
bo. Let him join hands with tho 
other who has faculty of a different 
sort, and than let all strive more 
Confidently for the end. And now 
see thai every deaf person in every 

locality branch is a member. 

of the local branch. If you can't 
reach his sympathies on the broard 
platform of benefit to his fellow 
man, appeal to him on the selllsh 

ground of benefit to himself. 

When once he becomes an active 

member, his narrowness of mind 

will quickly give place to the broad 
ei view. His menial and soeial up- 
building will sot in action his fin* 
er philanthropic nature. Thus is a 

step conceived in selfishness trans- 
formed into a move for humanity. 
Pursuing this line of work the 
society slands in relation lo the 

community as the civic dubs of 

which WO hoar so much nowadays. 
Oui society will then become a real 
elevating force in the coniiiiuuily. 
Now we can readily comprehend 
how the soeicly may thus soon pro 
yerly lay claim to autlioi ily to speak 

for and represent the entire deaf 

population of the slate. 1 need 
scarcely tell you that in its present 
condition ii is not really represen- 
tative. However, having secured as 

members all, or nearly all the deaf 
residents of I he locality, the in ■• 

sity for "claiming" to represent 

the deaf at large would no longer 
exist. Instead, ils rightful position 
as sponsor of the deaf will be 
sinned natural!;/. The entire com- 
munity, hearing and deaf, now re- 
gards the society as the only orga- 
nisation to define the attitude of the 
deaf on all social ami economic ques- 
tions. It becomes a sort of board of 
councillors with plenary power to 
advocate, approve or reject. Hut 
mark you, this very desirable stale 
of things Will BOt come into exis 
fence by any high handed arbitrary 
mot hods, or by mere assertion of 

will, leaving out questions of right 
and the Interests of others. By the 
arduous route of pnre character and 
untainted philanthropic aims must 

this end bo obtained. So much for 
the character and Organisation of 

the society. 

Now let ns consider for a while 
some of the manifold ohannels by 

which the society, thus organised, 

may successfully work out its noble 
purposes Of first importance 
comes the nialtor of ihe industrial 
Interests of Ihe .loaf. Schools h 



boon established at throe different 
points in the state for Ihe purpose 
of eduoatiUg her deaf children. And 
what is the design of this education ? 
Is it to make of them merely social 
ornaments? It needs not a prophet 
to say education is designed to fit 
them for citizenship. How do 
people become mood citizens? 
Assuredly by turning the head and 
hands to toil, cither for self or the 
community. It is sometimes tho 
mind alone that labors and some- 
times tho hands alone. That is a 
matter of mere adaptability, and 
docs not affect tho truth of the 
thought that all aro born to labor. 
" In the sweat of they brow shall 
thou eat broad." "If a man toil 
not neither shall he oat." Tho 
extreme to which public charity 
has boon carried in those latter 
days, would seem to gainsay these 

BayingS of Bible times. There are 
so many tender-hearted individuals 
whose sympathies run quite away 
with their Judgement, that one is 
tempted to assert that those who do 
not toil may oat too. Hut who will 
presume to depend on chanty for 
food and Olothefi? I dare say not 
one deaf person ina thousand would 
choose to be dependent on public or 
private charity — to accept from the 
extended hand a single crumb if the 
opportunity to earn it and tho abili- 
ty to endure it are his. Yet, Wheth- 
er WO will or no, occasionally we 
find deaf persons who have fallen 
into this unpleasant condition caus- 
ed either by an unavoidable mis- 
fortune or luckless propensity to the 
Rowing bowl or ihe gaining table. 
When one becomes the victim of 
the latter two, he soon lapses into a 
legthargic, indifferent view of life. 

Or tho fact of his being deaf may 
render it difficult for him to secure 
e mploy ment 1 am sorry to say it 
is often true that employers refuse 
to give positions to deaf persons 
because of their deafness. " We 
cannot make him understand" they 

say, or " It takes up loo much of 

our time to write every time we wish 
to say anything to him." o. . 

sionally, however, we hear this 
complaint — " Ho thinks he knows 
il all, and refuses to hood our 
directions." I have personally conic 
across a ease of this kind. A deaf 

person in Allegheny county lost his 

place because he wilfully refused lo 
follow the directions of this fore- 
man. This particular employer 
turns away his face ami waves you 
oil' with both hands if you say 
"deaf man" lo him now. Every- 
body knows it is rank Injustice to 
place the ban on all because of the 
mistake of this one deaf man. Vet 

[dare say this very thing will 
materially aid in opening our 
eyes. The P. s. A. D. hero finds a 

problem to solve — to labor to clear 
up the atmosphere of doubt and un- 
certainty between the deaf and 
hearing world. The local branch 

may take Up this matter and desir- 
able results will be sure to follow. 
What more than that Ihe loeal 
society should make this important 
matter the subject of discussion in 
ils meetings — to discover how far 
the deaf themselves are responsible 
for this, and correct the same. Al 

the same time the branch may in- 
terest itself in other ways of a more 
philanthropic turn— vis., to see to it 
thai every deaf person out of em- 
ployment or straying in the paths 
of wicked Idleness, is taken under 
the protecting care of tho proper 
officer 01 committee of tho local 
branch. 

Then all necessary energy having 
boon devoted fiiel to secure for the 
unfortunate one employment, his 
reformation should next be effected, 
Al this point the operations of the 
1'. S. A. D. resemble strongly the 
proiaw work of tho church. They 
aro working on common ground. 
Rla reformation* has, as its natural 

sequel, the olYeol of making of him 
a Christian and an active church 
worker as well as an ardent member 

of tho 1'. S. A. D. Many a way- 
ward father, son ordaughtet, is sure 

lo be turned about in tho right path 

and credit for the result must rest 

with tho local bianch of P. S. A. D. 

I have spoken of the erroneous 

Impressions the public at large baa 
concerning us. This subject was 
handled in able manner by- 

Mr. A. K. Adams in his oration at 
the York convention last year. I 
desire, however, to add a few words. 
A frequent question propounded 
to mo has been this " Are not deaf 
and dumb people hard to get along 



with ?" Now it is easy to see that 
these impressions come from isolat- 
ed cases of ethical od deaf who have 
failed to acquire the benefits of edu- 
cation, or from young or uneducat- 
ed deaf not yet subjected lo the 
training process. Those familiar 
with the deaf know this is the mis- 
chievous result of the habit of being 
pelted and humored at home. 
Teachers of the deaf know only too 
well, when they appear at school bli- 
the first time, that they aro literally 
the " little tyrant of the household." 
Tho child would still be a tyrant , 
were he a hearing boy or girl and 
subjected to the same indulgent 
treatment. As 1 said, this is an 
error in the popular mind, and here 
is another duty for the 1'. S. A. D., 
foi you know it has now become the 
official representative of the atate. 

The correction of these evils is not 
always effected in Ihe ordinary 
course of their school career. With 
many the awakening comes only 
when they go forth to battlofor 
themselves. 

Now and then in a community 
certain individual deaf persons do 
things that reflect more or less on 

the standing of all. since now the 
1'. S. A. D. branch is recognised as 
the guardian of the good name of 
tin' deaf, it may rightfully stop in 
and disapprove or even condemn 
this fact. 

Tho natural effect is to leave no 
doubt in Ihe public mind of tho 
character of the deaf as a whole, 
and these isolated cases of way- 
ward deaf brethren will not condemn 
the entire body. The deaf as a 
whole will be judged by the same 
standard as our hearing brothers, 
which is right. 

In carrying out i hose reforms, 
and in assuming the now burdens 
that fall to our lot, the society may 
be immeasurably benefitted by the 
public press. The diligence with 
which the "boys" of the daily press 
at York reported the proceedings of 

the convention can have but one 

otl'eot, — viz., the elevation of the deaf 
in the eye of tho community. We 
should feel safe in wagering that 

Ihe people who followed the proceed- 
ings of that convention as produced 
in the York press will no Iheroaftoi 

be guilty of calling a deaf child at 

school an "inmate" or a " patient." 

And the school where I hey are 

educated will not be termed an 
"asylum." To generalise j>n this 

subject it will be scon lo be nooos- 
sary that every deaf citizen of the 
community be diligent in his, pur 
pOSe to maintain a faultless demean- 
or in the eyes of Ihe public. His 
going out and coming in must be 

governed by the one great purpi 

to make certain that by no ai* of 
his will discredit be oasl on the 
deaf, but that ho will endeavor by 
performance 1 ami achievement to 

elevate our class in the community. 
And now follow members of Ihe 

1*. s. A. D. I have endeavored to 

call your attention to a few thoughts 
that seem to mo Important, thoughts 
that are indicated by the trend of 

times. Far from being visionary, 
these thoughts seem to me intensely 

practical. The society we represent 

has been entered on the records 
designed to advance the intei. 
of Ihe deaf in Peiinsvlavtiia. Ii 
has even shown a disposition to 
reach beyond Pennsylvania to take 

in Hawaii, Porto Rico ami Alaska. 
Qlorioua purpose I Commend- 
able ambition ! Hut lot us not ship 

with the realisation of these things. 
By nil means build tho homo and 
do it speedily, but do not allow 

our energies to wane with ihe ac- 
complishment of that noble work. 
Press on wai d ! Take up new 
quest ions. Other slate Organ I 
tlons may be content with the 
ooniplishment of a tow things. Let 
tho P. S. A D. surprise and com- 
mand the admiration of the cent 
niunity. Ihe state and the nation, 

and lot us become the vanguard 

that shall delve into the important 
practical questions of the linn 
solve them, tirasji in the most 

earnest manner, those probli 

that aiise for solution, improving 
opportunities for doing good and 
creating opportunities wnere none 

exisl. Tho spirit of the age is to 
do good to our fellow men, and the 
P. S. A. D. must not permit itself 
to remain inactive while oppor- 
tunities pass by.
